Berlin, Nov. 8.—The Bavarlan
coup d'etat is a “fljivver.'”
Loyal reichswehr forces and the

defection of Dictator von Kahr, who
reasserted his authority following his
declaration that he only assented to
the Ludendorff-Hitler program of
Thursday night at the point of a
pistol, broke the back of the revo-
lution.

Ludendorff and Hitler, both report-
ed during the day =28 being wounded
in the fighting which resulted in their
capture and arrest, are prisogers.
Both will be charged with high trea-
son,

At 8 o'clock tonight the relchswehr
forces and the loyal police stormed
the headquarters of the revolutionists
in the war ministry building, where
Ludendorff and Hitler were in charge,
There was strong resistance on the
part of the Hitlerite forces, but the
reichswehr were victorious,

Hitler Losses Heavy.

There were losses on both sides
{n the fighting around the war min-
fstrv, the reichswehr suffering one
dend and 10 wounded. The losses of
the Hitler forces were more Eevere,
but wera not estimated.

Followlng reassertion of authority
by Dletator von Kahr, he ordered the
arrest of all followers of Hitler, and
decreed that the “party” must be
lissolved.

All of the government bulldings are

wv in the hands of Von Kahr and
the loyal reichswehr,

General von Seeckt, who was made
virtually military director for Ger-
imany by P Presiddnt Ebert, issued
A prociamation to the relchswehr, in
which he said:

Will Stop Revolt.

“I have been entrusted with execu-
tive power and am consclous of my
responsibility to the people, I know
I can depend with rocklike confidence
on the German army and navy.

“There is no strife between the
north and sgouth, I will put down
any coup from whatever slde it arises,
and 1 will ask all classes of people
to loyally support the relchswehr.”

The Prussian government also ls-
sued a proclamation tonight, in which
it deslared that the *traitors” had
tried to overthrow the Bavarlan gov-
ernment, thus “threptening the unity

of the reich and the constitution.”
“The Prussian hboast has always
been that it was the flrmest pillar

of the emplire. The Pruasian govern-
ment fully backs the reich govern-
ment in the struggle forced upon fit,
sald tha Prussian statement,
“Fellow citizens, stand united be-
hind your government and help pre-
serve the unity of the reich.”

{nter-allied council of ambassadors, set
for 6 o'clock, to deal with the Bava.
rian revolt, was [ndefinitely post-
poned as a result of the news that
the upriging had failed.
